(Rt. Hon. Herridge from Brampton, 
Conservator) 

Hon. W. D. Herridge appears to be 
travelling in a fair line of luck. A 
member of the third generation of a 
family of Liberals, well known in 
Peel, his grandfather, Rev. William 
Herridge, being pastor of a Methodist 
Church in Brampton. In 1930 Mr. 
Herridge Associated himself with Hon. 
R. B. Bennett and the Conservative 
party and was given credit for assist¬ 
ing in the Conservative victory" of 
that year. With the formation of the 
Bennett government he was appointed 
Canadian High Commissioner to 
Washington, one of the most import¬ 
ant positions in the gift of the Do¬ 
minion. He retained that position un¬ 
til the return to office of the Hon. Mr. 
King, when he retired. Soon after¬ 
wards he forgot the party that had 
honored him, denounced both Liberal 
and Conservative organizations and 
anounced himself the leader of the 
New Democracy, a party of his own 
creation and with principles after his 
own heart. After a few addresses in 
Eastern' Canada, he madg a tour of 
Western provinces, during which he 
expressed his readiness to oppose the 
Prime Minister in the constituency of 
Prince Albert, Saskatchewan. Subse¬ 
quently he received the blessing of 
Premier Aberhart, joined forces with 
the Social Crediterr and was’ promot¬ 
ed to the front rank in that party. Al! 
of which was making progress with 
considerable speed But that is not 
all. Mr. Bell, the Social Credit mem¬ 
ber for Kindersley, resigned. 

Talk about reaching the top one 
step at a time! Not for the Hon. 
William. One bound enough for him.

Hotel Rules of Good Old Days 

(The following is republished from 
the old Eye Opener by request). 

Rules at the Old Macleod Hqtel in 
the days of the North West Territories 
coveied dogs, candles, spurs, spitting 
on the ceiling and the system of sum¬ 
moning waiters by use of revolver 
shots. 

Bob Edwards in Eye Opener pub¬ 
lished at High River in the good old 
days published the following hotel 
regulations. 

A list dated September 1, 1882, set 
forth the following: 

Spiked boots and spurs must be re¬ 
moved at night i n retiring. 

Dogs are not allowed in the bunks 
but may sleep underneath. 

Candles, hot water and other lux¬ 
uries charged extra, also towels and 
soap. Towels changed weekly. Insect 
powder for sale at the bar. 

Special rates to “Gospel Grinders" 
and the “gambling perfesh.” 

Private entrance for ladies by lad¬ 
der in the rear. 

Baths furnished free, down by the 
river, but the bathers must furnish 
their own soap and towels. 

No kicking regarding the quality or 
quantity of our meals will be allowed. 
Those who do not like the provender 
will get out or be r put out. * 

Only regularly registered guests 
will be allowed the privilege of sleep¬ 
ing on the barroom floor. 

Guests without baggage must sleep 
in the vacant lot and board elsewhere 
until their baggage arrives. 

Guests are forbidden to strike 
matches or spit on the ceiling, or to 
sleep in bed with their boots on. 

To attract attention of waiters or 
bell boys shoot a hole through the 
door panel. Two shots for ice water, 
three for a deck of cards and so on. 

All guests are requested to rise at 
6 a.m. This is imperative, as sheets 
are needed for table cloths. 

A straight charge of $25 was made 
for board and $40 for board and lodg¬ 
ing. An additional charge of $10 was 
made for a wooden bench to sleep on 
and $20 for a bed.

■“■sedation has been very persistent in asking that 
cash grants be given to municipal districts for road 
work. The proposal has been that the municipalities 
match the grants on a fifty-fifty basis. 

Hon. W. A. Fallow is considering this plan, in the 
hope that something may be done to meet the municipal 
suggestion. One of the reasons why this has not seemed 
feasible, according to the minister, is that already many 
municipalities owe the government substantial arrears 
on account of secondary highways. Mr. Fallow said in 
encouragement however, that the present plan of work¬ 
ing out arrears on road work is merely an emergency 
measure, and must not be regarded as permanent. 

The government collects a tremendous sum in annual 
revenue on gasoline, motor and drivers’ licenses, and 
so on. This revenue is not shared on any equitable 
basis with the lesser governing bodies which must main¬ 
tain secondary roads. The main highways have been 
brought to a good standard of service, through the con¬ 
tribution of many people who use them very little. But 
secondary roads, which are of great importance as con¬ 
necting links, are left to a large extent to the very lim¬ 
ited resources of the municipal district. At 7 cents fdr 
every gallon of gas which he uses, the average farmer 
pays quite a tax each year for the upkeep of roads. Yet 
the bulk of his travel may be on secondary roads, and 
he therefore gets no adequate return from the govern¬ 
ment for the money which is taken from him for reads.

Anti-British Text Book 


His defence against a charge of 
theft from the Bund is that he had full control of the fund 
and so used some of it in financing his love affairs. 

When four I.R.A. prisoners go on hunger strike, there 
is nothing for it but to let them die if they will not eat 
and that is the course DeValera adopted. He had no re¬ 
course. To release them would he to abandon government 
and the administration of justice. These men who placed 
bombs that might kill others, and did, cannot excite sym¬ 
pathy if by their own action they take their own lives. 
Their hunger strike is but another phase of their rebellion 
against organized society, and is preferable to tlieir being 
free to continue their devilish attempts on the lives and 
property of innocent people. Their fanaticism is better 
employed on their own lives than on the lives of others. 


TjMVE leading citizens of Edmonton have been ap¬ 
pointed to check over, delete and revise the much 
discussed school text book “World of Today.” They are 
to study the book separately, and then come together 
to assemble recommended alterations. This seems to be 
as good a method as any, for removing material consid¬ 
ered objectionable in the light of the present war. 

There has been a tendency in recent years, in Britain 
no less than in this country, to do a great deal of self- 
searching in respect to the last war, and the. final settle¬ 
ment. This has perhaps resulted in excessive criticism 
of ourselves, and a very lenient, charitable ^ttitude to 
erstwhile enemies. In a general way, we reVelled in 
turning the floodlight of criticism on our own short¬ 
comings. While we were thus engaged, our old oppon¬ 
ents were even busier in building up a concept of na¬ 
tional infallibility amongst their young people. It was 
not part of their code to assume any responsibility for 
the last war"and present build-up. So while our youth 
was being trained to question and weigh all sides in or¬ 
der that recurrence of war would he averted, the youth 
of our past and present enenv.es, was being pressed in¬ 
to one bigoted narrow mould of thought, which has had 
its part in the condition of the world today. If German 
youths and Russian youths had been exposed as our 
young people have been exposed to similar self criti¬ 
cism and open mindedness, the present war would not 
have been possible. It is the closed mind, and the rig¬ 
idly censored speech which have laid the ground work 
for the present war. 

Now we are engaged in a struggle to prevent the code 
of the closed mind from dominating our lives. We want 
our children permanently to enjoy the freedom of open 
thought and speech. But before there is any hope of 
such freedom, we must do the job of the moment, which 
is to win the war. 

This is not the time to dwell unduly (perhaps unfair¬ 
ly) on possible shortcomings of >ur own. We have an 
enemy wtio is giving full time to that. Our school books 
of the moment could be wisely employed in presenting 
actively ami constructively, ihe brtiefits of a positive 
democracy. We should, at 'east, seek to instil in our 
schools a very definite love of our country and our way 
of life. If they are worth fighting for. they are surely 
worth support of school text books.

What thc> surrender Germany 
makes up to them in German land, bonds or marks, but the 
Baltic states have to pay for the surrendered properties in- 
what Germany needs most, foreign exchange with which 
she can buy food or needed war products. Most of the re¬ 
patriates go “home to the Reich” very unwillingly. Others 
resist; some commit suicide. The Fuerher could finance 
the war if he could demand the repatriation of Germans in 
Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Louis. 


When the ruler of a country escapes the plot of a poten¬ 
tial assassin it is customary for other rulers to send him 
messages of congratulation, but when that ruler himself 
has ordered the assassination Jf another ruler, the custom 
could well be waived. In this case they are dealing with an 
abnormal character who has not stopped at murder to 
achieve his ends and who has plunged Europe into a war 
in which millions of better men may die, while he escapes 
unhurt. It is carrying international courtesy to absurd 
lengths when heads of states think him worthy of such at¬ 
tention.

Measuring Hay 
Contents of Stacks 

Dep’f of Agriculture Formu¬ 
la for Estimating Amount 
of Hay in StooW 

During the winter months occasion 
frequently arises Alien tonnage of hay 
in a stack is needed. Several rules 
have been used to calculate the 
weight of hay in a stack, but no rule is 
absolutely correct because the shape 
of the stack and the degree to which 
it is packed vary greatly. In comput¬ 
ing the tonnage of a hay stack, one 
requires to know the cubical contents 
of the stack, and the number of cubic 
feet occupied by a ton of that partic¬ 
ular hay. 

A rule commonly used irt 'Alberta to 
measure wild hay ir as follows: Mul 
tiply the length by the width by one- 
third of the over-throw, and divide by 
512. In the United States where con¬ 
siderable study har been made with 
respect to the accuracy of various 
rules used for measuring hay, it was 
found that many of the rules were 
very inaccurate. 

A new rule known as the decimal 
rule was designed. The decimal rule 
is as follows The cubical contents of 
the stack is found by multiplying the 
overthrow by .56, subtracting the 
width multiplied by .65, multiplying 
the result by the width and multiply¬ 
ing that result by the length. Ex¬ 
pressed as a formula it is as follows: 
Cubical contents—[(.BBxOT^-LSBxW) 
xW] x L. 

O, W and L are the overthrow, 
width and length respectively. Hav- 
ng the cubical contents, one must di¬ 
vide by the number of cubic feet in a 
ton-. However, this figure various 
with the kind of hay ami the length Gi 
time it has lieen stacked. In dry wea¬ 
ther hay settles \ery rapidly during 
the first month and undergoes another 
rapid settling when rains come. 

While wide varations in the number 
of cubic feet to the ton ha^e been 
found; the average for alfalfa hay 
was calculated to be about 450, where¬ 
as for wild hay it was found to be 666 
cubic feet.

Final Payment on N.A. 
Railway Responsible 
For Most of Saving 

The nel funded and unfunded debt 
of Alberta at Sept. 30 was $149,904.- 
456, a decrease of $5,090,295 compapra 
with March 31, according to an inter¬ 
im report on provincial government 
financial operations for the six-month 
period released recently. 

Final payment received for the 
Northern Alberta Railways Company 
totalling more than $5,000,000 was 
largely responsible for the decrease. 

In the six-month period cash re¬ 
ceipts from ordinary sources totalled 
$12,447,480, ana cash payments on 
ordinary sendees $9,299,447. Net pay¬ 
ments on unemployment’ relief to¬ 
talled $1,145,683, leaving $2,002,348 
as cash surplus on income account of 
$2,002,348. With net capital expendi¬ 
ture totalling $1,918,748, the cash 
over-all surplus left was $182,588. 

A decrease of $76,484 in the cash 
over-all surplus compared with a sim¬ 
ilar period in 1938, the report said, 
was “mainly due to earlier transfer 
.(last year) of profits by the Alberta 
Liquor Control Board, and to earlier 
receipt of contributions from the Do¬ 
minion of Canada to unemployment 
relief in the period ended September 
30, 1938.” 

Cost to the province of the visit of 
King Qeorge and Queen Elizabeth last 
spring was $49,620. 

The amount in depositors’ accounts 
at treasury branches, established by 
the provincial government under its 
“interim” program, at September 30 
was $1,114,702, compared with $601,- 
652 March 31, the report said. Pay¬ 
ments in connection with operation of 
treasury branches in the six-month 
period totalled $139,598. 


Soldier’s Diet Set 
At 30 ct^a Day 

Dieticians Checking 
Food Requirements of 
Fighting Army to En¬ 
sure Efficiency 

Regular diet of Canadian soldiers 
on active service will cost between 29 
and 30 cents daily at present prices, 
according *o a diet authority. This 
calculation is based on the official list 
of foodstuffs that will be given sold¬ 
iers for their own kitchens. 

An army diet has to fulfil a number 
of functions. In the first place the 
health of the troops has to be ensured. 
Cost is a consideration. The mater¬ 
ials contained ir: the diet must be 
easily transported. 

Canadian units are carrying on in¬ 
dependent arrangements to train ar¬ 
my cooks so that a certain amount of 
the dullness associated with army 
cooks’ culinary efforts might be elim¬ 
inated, and at the same time utilize 
the foodstuffs obtainable to the best 
advantage. 

Deficiencies seen at present are in 
Vitamin B (protection against infec¬ 
tion) and Vitamin D (against colds).

Neither would it be necessary to 
use this park as a large air base, be¬ 
cause areas of equally desirable loca 
tion are available in many other parts 
of the west. 

Although "Wainwright park has not 
yet drawn .tourist trade to the same 
degree as other parks, the potentiali¬ 
ties are there. And as road networks 
develop it would come into its own. 
This buffalo preserve has been built 
up at great cost. To future genera¬ 
tions it will be even more important 
as a last stronghold of the wild ani¬ 
mals of the range. 

The Dominion government will have 
to produce a very good reason for such 
an order.
